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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended claims contain limitations "the semiconductor layer comprises an impurity diffusion layer" and "wherein 
the impurity diffusion layer in the semiconductor layer has a concentration gradient that varies continuously in a direction of drawing the 
charge carrier" in claim 1 , "the impurity diffusion layer has an impurity concentration that decreases in a direction towawrd an outer surface 
of the semiconductor layer" in claim 26 that were not presented in the previous version of the claims. . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 112 Rejection: 

Application argues that support for claim 25 is depicted in Figures 4F and 4G, wherein the upper surface of semiconductor layer 33 (or 
claimed first semiconductor region) that has a side to which a photosensitizing dye such as Ti02 fine particles is adhered. However, the 
Examiner disagrees. Ti02 fine particles are not a photosensitizing dye in solar cell art, but a semiconductor material, or the claimed second 
semiconductor region. Therefore, the rejection of claim 25 under 112, first paragraph will be maintained. 

Prior art rejection: 

Applicant argues that none of the cited references teaches the claimed limitaions in claim 1. However, Applicant's argument is directed 
toward the amendment which is not entered for the region above. 
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
